the beginning World War II, was often said 
this country that the recurrence cosmic 
catastrophe global dimensions had seriously shaken 
American belief inevitable progress and that the 
days naive optimism were gone for good. But since 
this nation had bear far less the brunt 
the bloody holocaust than our European allies, 
emerged from the terrible conflagration the most 
prosperous all peoples and experienced such 
increase political and military power that with the 
exception Russia all the other nations have been 
reduced second third rank international affairs. 
All these developments condition personal life the 
States such extent that the horrors, losses, and 
privations war have been almost forgotten. 


THE MOOD OUR AGE 


Our nation indulges mood complacency and 
obsessed passion things more quickly every 
day, make them bigger every year, and double 
one’s income every years. Consequently, while be- 
lief progress has ‘subsided and people are rather 
skeptical about the perfectability life this world, 
feel least pretty secure our position. take 
for granted that competition with Russia will 
never lose our superiority; and spite what scien- 
tists say about the fatal consequences the fall-out 
atomic particles, are certain that our country 
will escape any such serious harm should there 
atomic war. 

Sure enough, there some discontent with our 
government well with some politicians, but such 
feeling confined relatively small areas life. 
There general indignation—only griping and 
sniping. And the churches are way different. 
They, too, reflect the invigorating influence which the

war effort has had the life the nation. great 
deal has been done increase church membership; 
new sanctuaries and Sunday School buildings have 
sprung everywhere, the output religious litera- 
ture has reached all-time high, and there are signs 
that the movement has lost momentum. 

was people similar condition and mood 
that Paul wrote his letter Ephesus. With patience 
first points out them the great love God has 
shown delivering them from their former life. Then 
reminds. them the riches they possess Christ. 
Furthermore admonishes them live unity to- 
gether and mutual regard. But reaches the 
end his communication can longer refrain 
from warning them the critical situation which 
they find themselves. Far from being delivered all 
dangers, they ought aware terrific conflict, 
being assailed from all sides dangerous powers 
supranatural kind which can overcome only when 
fought the weapons faith. Christians may, 
spite all the fine things this world they enjoy, 
find themselves defeated life because they fail 
take their spiritual arms and fight those powers. 

Our first reaction such passage this Ephe- 
sians shrug off. tell ourselves that Paul 
not only spoke the language his age but shared its 
ideas, and modern science has long overcome such 
supranaturalism. But that not dodging the real 
problem? For obvious that this passage Paul 
does not theoretically describe his world view. 
speaks practical things which require human action. 
matter what kind terminology used, Paul was 
aware powerful realities that threaten man’s life 
and which, left unheeded, are apt destroy not 
only his faith but undo his redemption. The compla- 
cency and sentiment security characterizing our age 
are indicative our spiritual outlook—our conviction 
that there nothing seriously wrong with the world. 
Whatever evils may befall any sphere life, 
are confident that they will not affect too deeply. 
With the abundance resources our disposal, plus 
scientific knowledge, believe every evil 
world can brought under human control. many 
people self-assurance the part modern man 
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evidence the great progress has made since primi- 
tive days when fear haunted him all the time. us, 
however, this development disquieting, for asso- 
ciates itself with ease biblical faith well sheer 
unbelief. are capable deluding ourselves that 
fail recognize the cleavage between our attitude 
and the biblical formulations which pay lip 
service. Except for rare instances, foxholes, 
not need God because things modern life take 
care themselves. 

This entire attitude reflected theology. What 
makes religious existentialism attractive our gen- 
eration the notion that man capable, act 
existential self-assertion, straighten out his life. Yet 
this same attitude underlies “beggar Protestantism” 
which God considered the never failing, inexhaust- 
ible source good gifts. that attitude 
underrates the power evil and overrates his own sig- 
nificance. either type God thought being 
man’s disposal. The sway scientific thought holds 
over our lives undoubtedly one reason for this trans- 
formation Christian religion into humanism. The 
Bible does not give explanation the origin evil 
this world. Rather leaves with few hints and 
points the experience the various evils. But our 
age has become distrustful experience, which 
account its subjective character seems 
liable, whereas explanations sound like logical facts 
deserving full acceptance. The amazing results 
modern science rest upon the basic axiom that this 
world order, regularity, and balance. 
axiom works successfully, would seem claim 
our unreserved recognition. But the fallacy such 
reasoning obvious when realize that human life 
the will work according purpose, whereas 
purely casual view science ignores completely the 
teleological character life. 

What makes life confusing despite the general rule 
natural laws the fact that every living creature 
pursues ends, but general harmony ends this 
world exists. There is, for example, nothing wrong 
with the presence certain germs. But when they 
settle operate the wrong place—my respiratory 
system stomach, for instance—then body 
resents them. Similarly wonderful thing that 
can use nature’s energies for moving car and bring- 
ing certain places. This movement depends 
the cooperation kinetic energy laws, combustion, and 
gravitation. But the teleological process driving 
car, many factors are coordinated that failure 
even small part may result car’s moving the 
wrong direction. from such general considerations 
the teleological nature life that must under- 
stand what the Bible has say about evil and its 
operation.

turning the Scriptures, one struck first all 
the soberness with which they judge human life. 
Ruthlessly they unmask the illusion that the value 
life depends how feel about it. The rich man 
the powerful ruler may enjoy the superiority 
their status but that does not make their life mean- 
ingful. the same time the person who has obeyed 
God’s commandments all along may despondent be- 
cause sees the powers wickedness unbelief 
triumph. Nevertheless told not become de- 
jected; God will take care his people. 


OUR PREDICAMENT 


Two things are particularly emphasized the Bible 
with reference man’s predicament. First, this 
world which man lost apart from God. Secondly, 
man confronted antiteleological forces against 
which impotent. None modern men are 
inclined admit our lostness this world. But the 
frantic way which express our belief the 
natural intrinsic meaning life clear indication 
the insecurity that gnaws our hearts. life were 
indeed positively valuable, tell ourselves is, 
why not simply enjoy it? know the 
depths our hearts that life falls far short giving 
true satisfaction. See, for instance, how much our age 
willing pay for ways and means killing time. 
carry our money the movie the theater, 
spend hours each day reading newspapers and maga- 
zines, sit before set and accept lot non- 
sense and trash that comes us, stadium 
watch others play. 

Take our sense futility. While may ex- 
aggeration say that anxiety the disease modern 
mankind, can hardly denied that modern man 
thinks his life empty. proof were needed for this, 
our country’s consumption alcoholic beverages would 
furnish it. People need this stimulus because their 
daily lives have dulled their minds. Many feel unable 
start conversation without cocktail. But one has 
only read liquor advertisements our magazines 
realize that alcohol not fit give content life. 
only serves make people forget that they not 
have what worth sharing. 

The trying emptiness human life not modern 
discovery. Man’s situation has not really changed 
since the days the Old Testament prophets. But the 
biblical writers were men who could not deluded 
the activism and apparent happiness their con- 
temporaries. We, the other hand, are uncertain 
ourselves that refrain from questioning even the 
meaning pastime. 

matter how capable are forcing nature 
subservience our purposes, are not able im- 
part meaning our lives. Modern man who worships 
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success surmises that the successful man can subject 
the forces nature and fate himself. But the Bible 
reminds that even the most favorable cases suc- 
cess lasts only for few decades. death lose com- 
plete control all the things that were ours. 

Whenever people realize that this the normal 
course human affairs—and very few are entirely blind 
this try comfort themselves the 
notion that things will eventually better easier 
for their children. But why should that the case? 
Jesus reminds that every generation has its own 
evilness burden, and that the years have not im- 
proved far basic conditions human life are con- 
cerned. While the nature many problems may 
change from age age and place place, the heavy 
weight them remains the same. Life requires less 
manual work than did generation ago, but our 
machines and appliances have proven exacting 
tyrants. not paradoxical that modern man, who 
saves much time because has telephone, car, 
airplane, and duplicating machinery his disposal, 
has fact less time than his grandfather and probably 
worries much? Behind this sense emptiness and 
anxiety there lurks the feeling that our many activities 
not make life meaningful either. desire work 
because want forget and because work seems 
offer the evidence accomplishing something. But 
the Geneva conference atomic disarmament revealed 
the enslavement man has brought upon himself 
his own works. 


OUR IMPOTENCE 


The Bible does not leave doubt why human 
life ultimately futile and hopeless. tells that 
the world, the devil, and sin are the causes our 
unsatisfactory predicament. The world which 
live rather intriguing place live in. Usually 
act though its things were the neutral raw material 
which man could use his own discretion. And 
modern technology has seemed the most flatter- 
ing man’s ingenuity. But accidents and modern 
diseases show, the works our hands are rebellious 
servants, and for every movement forward there 
price. Foolish would think that man’s inven- 
tions could eventually render him happier. The law 
equalization one the basic laws this world, 
and every human invention will used for evil 
well good purposes. confine the use atomic 
energy peaceful purposes, prevent wicked people 
from using cars and airplanes for criminal ends, 
preclude the dissemination falsehood through the 
media mass communication would impossible. 
However, the worst feature about this world its 
relative harmony, the fact that great things can 
accomplished it, and that man offered abun- 


dance things enjoy. Because this very condi- 
tion, one gets the impression that the world end 
itself, sufficient produce all that man needs 
wants. Herein man fatally deceived. Satisfied with 
the world’s resources and opportunities, man overlooks 
denies completely the work the Creator, and 
accordingly considers himself the master this world. 
not who his wisdom has succeeded dis- 
covering all its secrets and the power his will 
has transformed the raw materials nature into the 
work his hands? account this deceptive- 
ness the world that are told the New Testa- 
ment make use the world God created it, but 
not love it. 

Experience the world shows how right the Bible 
its estimate the powers evil. Things are 
not evil themselves, yet spite intrinsic goodness 
they can made bring about baneful results. The 
Old Testament gives expression the experience 
the world’s unreliability and insufficiency, while the 
New Testament points out many places why 
that the world, originally good, should uncoop- 
erative with man his aspirations for meaningful 
life. This world not truly itself because con- 
trolled the devil. Such belief, course, appears 
repulsive our age. Yet Jesus himself spoke 
without reservation and without giving the slightest 
hint that this was accommodation popular belief 
parler. One cannot dismiss the powers 
evil antiquated superstitions. The question 
not how should therefore represent the devil and 
the forces evil, but rather, how are react 
their activity this world. 

The answer the problem lies accepting first 
the fact evil this world. not account 
wrong ideas reality, Christian Science says, that 
think encounter evils. Rather, the very fact 
that are capable illusions and delusions itself 
indication that were make every effort pos- 
sible would not able escape the evils this 
world. Secondly, belief evil implies that evils 
nature have taken less seriously than those 
man’s mental life. All through this world find the 
clash teleologies and conflict. Thirdly, the full grav- 
ity the operation evil found the spir- 
itual realm. not chance that our aspirations 
and desires are frequently obstructed. Behind ex- 
are tempted turn away from God. This experience 
compels enlarge our notion evil. our naivete, 
are prone call evil that which obviates our desire 
for happiness and health that which contrary 
moral commandments. But Jesus pointed out that 
everything this world—health, happiness, beauty, 
wealth, peaceful conditions, even goodness and religion 
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—may used against us. None these things are evil 
themselves; but all them, useful and pleasing 
they may some respects, can used our spir- 
itual detriment through the forces evil. can 
therefore say that everything endangering our divine 
destination evil, and accordingly must admit that 
not have the spiritual strength resist perma- 
nently and effectively. Forces evil are actually 
control our lives. 


OUR REDEMPTION 


take seriously all that the Bible says about the 
human predicament, shall hardly inclined 
cling the optimistic view life that comes nat- 
urally us. Yet would unfortunate 
the biblical view evil terms thoroughgoing pes- 
simism. While these facts, once they are shown us, 
cannot denied, understandable that man 
nature unprepared embrace such gloomy view. 
Only the light Christ’s redemptive work can 
become fully aware the dark features this world 
and their power, for from them that brings re- 
demption us. Through him the world and the devil 
have been overcome. 

While the remission sins not due man’s 
moral religious efforts but rather gift divine 
grace, justification and redemption are not mere legal 
fictions some theologians have held. account 
our sins live world evils; and con- 
sequence the remission our sins (as evidence 
their reality) are delivered from them. Right there- 
fore the proclamation ‘Good News,’ which the 
work Jesus called. Though those who follow 
Jesus will not spared calamities this world, their 
lives longer share the futility the rest human 
lives. For with Jesus the power God (the ‘King- 
dom’) has become active factor history. 
live already sphere where the antiteleological 
forces are counteracted. What this means Paul makes 
plain the concluding section Romans While 
one could hardly ask for more exhaustive list than 
the evils which are exposed, the 
Apostle nevertheless exclaims confidently that all 
these afflictions win overwhelming victory 
account Him who loved us! Conquest the forces 
evil commenced with Jesus’ victory over temptation, 
sin, and death, and continues until all 
foes have been overcome the Lord’s Return. This 
the glory and depth the Christian life con- 
trasted with what our contemporaries call ‘having 
good life.’ take the evils this world seriously, 
evidences God’s anger, but place all weight 
upon the fact that Christ’s love transforms them into 
opportunities for patient acceptance our divine edu- 
cation and for compassion our fellow men. END

hese are cosmic terms that St. Paul uses the 

eighth chapter the book Romans. sees 
manifold aspects cosmic disorder and then re- 
joices the certainty glorious cosmic hope. Cen- 
tral his whole thought the key position man 
relation both the disorder the cosmos and the 
hope which set before us; for men are organically 
related the whole natural order. 

The cosmic disorder compound frustration, 
corruption, and pain, and penetrates every branch 
creation. the human part creation, there are 
“the sufferings this present time”; the animal and 
inanimate creation there subjection “futility” 
frustration and “the bondage corruption,” and there 
“groaning and travailing pain” everywhere 
the physical world, not excluding that part rep- 
resented the bodies Christians. Everywhere there 
need redemption. 

This revelational light creation’s insecurities has 
its counterpart the scientifically observable facts 
the physical universe and the recurring element 
decay the story men and nations. Physicists have 
given the term “entropy” for the running down 
the cosmic clock “the measure the unavailable en- 
ergy thermodynamic system” diction- 
ary). According the second law thermodynamics 
the random element the physical universe has con-

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stant tendency increase. Then too there insta- 
bility the atomic structure some elements; and 
the principle indeterminacy has been shown 
integral aspect the microscopic universe. 

Just how much the knowledge derived from scien- 
tific investigation the physical universe indicative 
element disorder the cosmos, and how much 
discovery fraction the mystery behind the 
creation, man cannot determine. But concerning man’s 
everyday experiences his contacts with animate and 
inanimate nature there doubt our minds 
the actual mixture existing basically good creation 
with certain degree unhappy irregularity. The 
gardener can frustrated pests, the traveller can 
discouraged poisonous plants, mosquitoes, 
wild animals, and the ordinary business living 
are subject tiredness, decay, and eventually death. 


EFFECT THE FALL 


St. Paul quite clear his own belief that the 
original germ disorder and loss the cosmos 
traced the fall man and the course which God 
permitted nature develop the aftermath that 
fall: “cursed the ground because you; toil you 
shall eat all the days your life; thorns and 
thistles shall bring forth you. the sweat 
your face you shall eat bread (Gen. 3:17-19, 
The apostle sees man, with all his high poten- 
tialities and destiny, having solidarity with the 
rest the created universe. “You are dust, and 
dust you shall return.” 

Clearly something tragic has happened the high- 
est spiritual part creation. With the rebellion 
man against God, there has entered into the story 
the universe not only the fact sin and the 
tendency sin the human race, but also conse- 
quence man’s spiritual and moral declension, cor- 
responding and, were, sympatuetic disorder 
the whole physical and material universe—man’s en- 
vironment. St. Paul puts it: “creation was sub- 
jected futility, not its own will but the will 
him who subjected hope” 

the loving wisdom our Creator, man was made 
free spirit “in the image God.” God took the risk 
leaving the way open for man take the irrational 
line using freedom rebel against Him and bring- 
ing disorder into the warp and woof the cosmic 
situation. But only taking this risk could the highest 
blessings creation made possible. order 
produce fellowship men and women who would 
gladly and freely use their God-like capacities love 
and service God and one another God, was 
necessary that these same human ‘lords creation’ 
free experiment with line behavior rebellious 
toward God, inimical toward the rest creation, 


destructive man’s true self. Love that not freely 


given not love. Goodness not goodness that 


automatic. order experience the gracious gift 
highest and best, the road had left open 
for descent the lowest and worst. The story 
human sin and misery the story man’s taking that 
road despite the clear warning posted its entrance: 
the soul that sinneth, shall die. 

The lower orders creation are involved unwill- 
ingly this sad tale. The animal kingdom has suf- 
fered and many parts the world still suffers 
because the unregenerate hardness man’s heart. 
Animals have been treated they had feelings, 
and their suffering pain careless cruel 
handling was account. Being dumb creatures 
they have had recourse but endure what man 
appoints. When man behaves one made “in the 
image God,” then the lot animals happy one. 
But where man’s fallenness the ascendant, then 
animals “groan and travail pain” waiting for the 
promised new day when Paradise shall restored, 
when man, converted the spirit his mind and 
fully redeemed, shall make possible again the enjoy- 
ment creation its raison d’étre the whole divine 
scheme things.

that St. Paul shows how the restoration 
man his proper dignity God-like leadership 
the created universe the sine-qua-non the experi- 
ence fulfillment creation whole. Creation 
therefore pictured “straining its neck,” eager 
spectators exciting and dramatic competition 
the race track, and waiting for the final success 
the human experiment, “the manifestation the sons 
God” who, having found and responded Christ 
their Redeemer, have also gladly accepted their saving 
role within their whole creaturely environment and 
have permitted the blessed answer God creation’s 
cry pain complete remaking heaven and 
earth, and the beginning those promised blessings 
which “pass man’s understanding.” 

The preredemption plight creation temporary 
one. Hope for the cosmos here already because the 
redemptive process on. The appearance has already 
begun manifested “the sons God.” The 
crucial event has taken place which made both that 
and the cosmic hope possible. The divine initiative 
for man’s salvation has happened definite and 
strategic point human history. The fulfillment 
the purpose behind creation now begins take shape. 
Now can begin expect see the dissolution 
the forces corruption which creation has been 
bondage account man’s fallen condition. New 
and unheard-of potentialities things created can 
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seen the horizon, proportion the corrupted 
and corrupting element man dealt with redemp- 
tively. lost world can become paradise beyond 
man’s highest imaginations through the miracle his 
spiritual remaking. This miracle takes place the 
central citadel man’s personality through the ap- 
plication there the saving grace the cosmically 
redemptive victory won Christ the Cross and 
his Resurrection.

Because “the glory that 
shall revealed” Christians, the whole creation 
reaches out eager anticipation its own redemption 
and the blessed fulfillment destiny undiscover- 
able telescope, microscope, mathematics but 
already assigned the omniscient and omnipotent 
God all grace. 

The presence Christians the world therefore 
acts perpetual witness that eternity abiding 
reality which stands over against the changes time 
and not merely the consummation the end 
time. the mercy God, Christians are enabled 
transmute things temporal that they serve the 
main material for them things eternal. They can 
this because they already “have the firstfruits the 
Spirit,” and thus things eternal are already measure 
part their temporal experience. 

the same time Christians are not exempt from 
“the sufferings this present time.” St. Paul says 
that “we ourselves groan within ourselves, waiting for 
adoption, wit, the redemption our body.” The 
sufferings Christians, patiently borne, have healthy 
repercussions the world, for the world catches there- 
from flash insight into the hope that lies before 
us. While external decay reminder the internal 
corruption which was responsible for it, spiritual 
triumph reminds those who see the redemption 
that ahead for the body itself. The redemption 
the body the final victory over sin and its fruits and 
the glorious achievement true destiny: the final 
consummation beyond history Christ’s saving work 


the Cross, and some sense may anticipate the 
whole cosmos, transformed and transfigured, have 
share this expected “glory.”

must ask: possible accept the Mark- 
hypothesis and maintain nonetheless that Mat- 
thew considered genuine and authentic work 
the Apostle Matthew? The writer the essay, 
“More Light the Synoptics,” thinks so. holds 
that not necessary regard Matthew unau- 
thentic, even accept the theory priority. 
heartily sympathize with his desire defend the 
genuineness our first Gospel. But take his posi- 
tion not easy seems think. 

accepts the Mark-theory. asks, then, that 
theory forces him abandon belief the authenticity 
Matthew. sees compelling reason for doing 
so. And affirms both that the Mark-theory 
true and also that Matthew genuine. thinks this 
position unassailable, and implies that hold that 
Matthew unauthentic would draw illogical 
and unnecessary conclusion. 

But when study the history the development 
and triumph the Mark-theory, find that leading 
advocates originally proved assuming, already 
proved, and part their proof it, that Matthew 
was unauthentic and unapostolic. And even their op- 
ponents, who assumed Matthew had been written 
first, regarded unauthentic and non-apostolic. 
that is, ordinarily, not question whether now 
are willing abandon ship. The ship was aban- 
doned long ago. fact, was abandoned before the 
grandfather the writer “More Light” was born. 
And therefore, unless someone comes with new 
and convincing proof the Mark-hypothesis, proof 
differing from the ordinary and the historical one, 
has right presume that the Mark-theory does 
not compel him deny the genuineness Matthew? 
For the fact the matter that accepting the Mark- 
hypothesis means, ordinarily, that one accepts the com- 
mon versions the proof for it, including the pre- 
proved unauthenticity Matthew. And this may, 
may not, apply the writer “More Light,” 
but one thing know: many scholars, this mat-

ter, are managing with consummate adroitness and 
amazing finesse not let their left hand know what 
their right hand has done. 

But must recall additional factor answering 
the writer “More Light.” The critical view today 
vogue not simply the Mark-theory. consists that 
theory plus the “Q”-theory, and perhaps plus few 
other theories well. This means that our canonical 
Matthew thought have been put together out 
several documents. Most its narratives came from 
Mark the modern view. the modern view held 
right, then are committed belief process 
mangling, chopping, and random supplementing in- 
volved the belief that Mark’s narratives have been 
them Matthew. the second document (“Q”), 
not even know that was document, nor 
know its contents, its arrangement, its purpose, its 
original language, its author, and on. this sec- 
ond source (and any others), all guesswork. And 
hence least intelligible that critical opinion 
should, under such conditions these, drop any con- 
tention for Matthew’s genuineness and authenticity. 
the present writer’s opinion, distinctly credit 
their intelligence that they so. 

While, the other hand, face facts this kind 
redaction Matthew and the anonymity and fog- 
shrouded indefiniteness and other sources, and 
then try Matthew’s genuineness with 
mere array “may-have-beens” and “could-have-beens” 
unevidenced and purely imaginary reconstruction 
very weak and unenviable position. What required 
vindication Matthew’s genuineness and authen- 
ticity. The greatest single step towards real rehabilita- 
tion and vindication Matthew would get 
reinstated its rightful place the earliest Gospel. 
And this can done without pushing Mark its 
rich supplements) Luke into the background, and 
without any way impugning their genuineness, au- 
thenticity, and semi-apostolic authority. But “may-have- 
beens” and “could-have-beens” are their very nature 


weak. They show nothing. They but cover the ab- 
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sence evidence and the dearth probability with 
spider’s web special pleading. 

There is, moreover, further weakness the special 
instance the “may-have-been” apologetic meet 
“More Light.” may wrong, and so, will cheer- 
fully suitable public retractions, but have 
never seen heard any external evidence connecting 
Matthew with Antioch. Everything have been 
collect the subject says Matthew (was first written 
and) was written Palestine, Judea, Jerusa- 
lem for Jewish converts Christianity. Until 
better informed, helps little simply told 
that Antioch was the place where Matthew wrote the 
first Gospel. Imaginary scenery not the same thing 
historical truth. most doubtful that the 
Matthew given “More Light” will able gain 
any followers except those who wish defend the 
fame the Mark more than they wish see 
Matthew vindicated and restored its ancient place 
honor the canon Holy Writ.

The 
stress independence attestation. And therefore, 
the present writer can agree principle (but not 
with most what asserted “More Light” 
about common core tradition, and about common 
selection materials. There was such core. “New 
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Light” implies that could easily have come from 
Aramaic Matthew the first instance. But this com- 
mon core tradition and common selection materials 
only show some kind literary dependence. They 
have force all, themselves, for showing whether 
Matthew Mark came first. The articles entitled 
“New Light” did not aim gun down all forms 
literary dependence. They did aim gun down one 
special kind literary dependence the case two 
specified books, namely, Matthew and Mark. The 
present writer has intention giving these facts 
literary connection. For they are dynamite and 
very simple way (which everyone should have thought 
of, but apparently one lias thought of) they may 
used, God willing, reinstate the first three Gospels 
positions the critics would think longer possible 
for them occupy. And all this, let the reader 
advised, the present views have not come 
light. “New Light” and the present reply 
“More Light” have stated propositions which 
think cannot overthrown, but which think over- 
throw views vogue today. other words, our aim 
has been clear the ground.

analysis the book. 
Chapter 1:1-3. Jonah receives com- 
mission from the Lord the great 
Assyrian city Nineveh and preach 
against it. Its wickedness, that is, its 
idolatry and the practical manifestation 
that idolatry sins moral and social, 
was well known God. 

Jonah refuses obey God and thinks 
that can escape responsibility 
taking ship bound for Tarshish, city 
which was probably located the North 
African Coast near modern Tunis. 

Chapter 1:4-6. seeking flee from 
the presence the Lord, Jonah does not 
hold view God localized deity. 
Rather, acts foolishly and unwisely 
does every sinner who seeks flee re- 
sponsibility. man can flee from 
God. The Lord hurls great wind into 
the Mediterranean sea, and causes 
great storm that the ship the point 
breaking. The sailors not know the 
origin the storm, and their fear, 
each cries his god. Although the ship 
Phoenician, the sailors are different 
backgrounds. Seeking practical means 
remedy the situation, they cast overboard 
the ship’s rigging and cargo. prayer 
and action they seek for alleviation 
their condition. Jonah lying deep 
sleep the lower deck. The captain 
cannot bear such indifference, rebukes 
Jonah, and commands him call upon 
his god the hope that Jonah’s God 
might keep them from perishing. 

Chapter 1:7-16. The sailors believe 
that such great storm has arisen only 
because someone the ship has done 
something wicked. discover who this 
is, they cast lots and Jonah indicated. 
They question Jonah, and frankly tells 
them that running away from the 
Lord, “the God heaven which made 
the sea and the dry land.” What tragic 
witness Jonah superstitious sailors! 
claims that believes God, the 
Creator, but says that running away 
from that God. 

What should the sailors do? Jonah 


knows that cannot escape God. Be- 
cause him the storm has come, and 
the sea calm upon them, they 
must cast Jonah into the sea. This they 
seek avoid, even the point calling 
upon the Lord, the God Jonah, and 
rowing hard bring the ship shore. 
all vain, however. When they 
cast Jonah overboard the storm abated, 
and the sailors, deeply impressed what 
has transpired, offer sacrifice the 
Lord who can such wondrous things. 
Chapter 2:1. Having been thrown 
into the sea, Jonah could look forward 
only drowning, but the Lord, from 
whom had sought flee, has ap- 
pointed great fish swallow Jonah, 
and that fish remains alive three 
days. 

Chapter 2:2-10. From inside the fish 

Jonah prays gratitude for the deliver- 
ance his life. remembers how 
close escape has had. nearly 
drowned, but God has rescued him, and 
hence would sacrifice with thanks- 
giving. His heart bursts forth tri- 
umphant cry, “Salvation the Lord.” 
Then the great fish, under control, 
spues Jonah out upon the dry land. 
Chapter 3:1-4. Again the command 
comes Jonah Nineveh and 
this time obeys. Nineveh was ex- 
tremely large city, fact that empha- 
sized the words, “of three days’ jour- 
ney.” The precise significance this 
phrase difficult determine; possibly 
implies that three days would re- 
quired visit the principal places 
the different quarters the city. The 
actual ruins Nineveh have circum- 
ference about seven and half miles. 
But the description most likely includes 
not only Nineveh proper but the whole 
complex mentioned Genesis 10:12, 
which would have had far greater cir- 
cumference.

Even 
the king joins repentance 
claims that both man and beast must give 
the outward sign repentance wear- 
ing sackcloth. God sees the repentance 
and repents his decision destroy 
Nineveh. 

IV. Chapter 4:1-4. Instead rejoicing 
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Nineveh’s repentance Jonah dis- 
pleased. Indeed, willing die and 
prays God take away his life. 

Chapter 4:5-11. Jonah, having 
preached, builds for himself east the 
city small cover foliage for protec- 
tion against the hot sun. God then seeks 
teach him lesson. gourd, prepared 
God, grows that becomes sha- 
dow protection.

THE UNITY THE BOOK 


There are number questions which 
must considered one under- 
stand properly this remarkable work. 
Some scholars believe that the song 
deliverance contained the second chap- 
ter not integral part the book but 
that was added later.

reply should noted that the 
contents really not fit the context, 
strange that editor should have 
inserted the psalm this point.

What 
wealth terms Jonah employs de- 
scribe the deep; speaks the belly 
Sheol, the deep, the midst the 
seas, the floods, the billows, the waves, 
the waters, the depth, the weeds, the 
bottoms the mountains, and the earth 
with her bars.

the symmetry the book destroyed. 
stands, the psalm, when properly 
interpreted, yields good sense and joins 
together the two halves the book.

HOW SHALL INTERPRET JONAH? 


the book literary unity, are 
faced with further question: what kind 
book Jonah? Are dealing with 
fiction with fact? Does the book re- 
cord events which actually took place 
are dealing with work legend 
fiction designed teach lesson? 

read the book note that 
does not bear the remarks parable. 
The parables Scripture are usually 
rather short and the point, whereas 
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such not the case here. When Scrip- 
ture presents parable does for the 
purpose teaching particular truth. 
application lesson usually drawn 
from the parable. take but one ex- 
ample, when Nathan had told David the 
story the ewe-lamb CII Sam. 12:1-6)

similar found the book Jonah. 
made. The whole told straight- 
forward narrative and are left draw 
our own conclusions. 

book purports tell some- 
thing that actually happened, and were 
not for the miracle recorded, not 
likely that anyone 
whether the book recorded 
fact. The earmarks straightforward 
narrative are hand, and the presence 
the book Holy Scripture rules out 
the view that mere romance. What 
settles the question, however, 
usage which Jesus Christ, the eternal 
Son God, makes Jonah. Our Lord 
referred the miracle Jonah’s being 
the fish, the preaching Jonah, 
and the repentance the Ninevites 
historical facts (cf. Matt. 
Luke 11:32). Here the voice in- 
fallible authority speaking. Jesus Christ 
says that the men Nineveh repented 
the preaching Jonah, and for 
Christian there can greater au- 
thority. 

But may thus appeal the New 
Testament for information Old Tes- 
tament questions? There are those today 
who say that such procedure does not 
represent true scholarship. If, however, 
the New Testament the Word God, 
must turn and listen when- 
ever speaks. 

THE MIRACLE THE FISH 

There may readers who will acknowl- 
edge readily that Jonah literary unit 
and that has the earmarks straight- 
forward history, but who will refuse 
believe that Jonah could have been swal- 
lowed great fish and kept alive 
therein for three days. There are extant 
accounts sailors who have been swal- 
lowed fish and have survived the 
ordeal. Hence, are told that the 
happening with Jonah 
possible. 

But have stronger argument 
than that, our case weak indeed. 
are told that the Lord had appointed the 
great fish swallow Jonah. Within the 
fish Jonah not unconscious, but prays 
language beauty, largely derived 
from the Psalms. And when spued 
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out, not affected the fish’s gas- 
tric juices that longer resembles 
normal man, but ready receive 
second commission Nineveh and 
undertake that commission. 

All this points the fact that 
have here the account miracle. But 
can today believe miracles? Has 
not science showed that miracles are 
has science told that 
this world where anything can happen 
there may place for 
will well ask what miracle is. 

First all may note that miracle 
wrought the supernatural power 
God. Much our difficulties with 
miracles would vanish thought 
God should. has all power, 
even command the fish the sea 
his bidding. God could not per- 
form the miracle the fish, recorded 
Jonah, would not omnipotent and 
hence not worthy our trust. Satan 
cannot perform true miracle, but only 
lying wonders. 

miracle not just display 
power, but intended sign at- 
testation God’s redemptive plan. 
the miracle recorded Jonah, there was 
didactic purpose which shall discuss 
later. Miracles themselves were part 
Through 
them, the true God heaven and earth 
manifested his superiority over the gods 
the nations and his full control over 
his creation. 


REPENTANCE 


The word repentance occurs Jonah 
two different contexts. one instance 
(3:10) said that God repented over 
the evil had purposed against Nine- 
veh. One who studies the Scriptures will 
realize that this description does not 
suggest that God actually changed his 
mind. may call mind Numbers 
23:19: “God man, that should 
lie, nor the son man, that should 
repent.” have rather with 
strong, anthropomorphic expression 
which, spoken men speak one an- 
other, makes clear that God withheld 
judgment from Nineveh. 

What, however, should said about 
Nineveh’s repentance? Was genuine? 
probably safe say that Nineveh’s 
repentance was not real the sense 
that true repentance given the Holy 
Spirit. Nineveh’s repentance said 
have extended even the beasts. What 
meant probably that there was 
extent determination cease from evil 
ways, such those recorded Ahab 
Kings Whatever was, 
least Nineveh’s repentance was evi- 


dence that God was restraining the 
power sin such extent that 
withheld judgment. 


THE PURPOSE THE BOOK 


the book not parable nor alle- 
gory, but history, what its purpose? 
answer this question, must con- 
sider its place the history redemp- 
tive revelation. Jonah was type 
Jesus Christ, and was sent great 
nation preach repentance. must 
first learn that must the belly 
the fish for three days. Nineveh 
have life, Jonah must have “death,” 
represented his experience. Our Lord 
thus applied the passage himself. “As 
Jonah was three and three nights 
the whale’s belly; shall the 
man three days and three nights 
the heart the earth” (Matt. 12:40). 

The book Jonah fits well with 
history. Because her sin Israel 
must punished, and that punishment 
God would bring about through 
enemy. order that the enemy may 
preserved carry out its divinely given 
task, too must repent. 
ing, while was rebuke Israel, also 
caused the enemy repent and thus the 
enemy was preserved. How powerful too 
was the Word God among 
heathen, and how good God seen 
his attitude toward them. 

There are secondary lessons. The 
truth God not narrow and national- 
istic, but must preached those who 
deserve not wherever they are. But 
men are saved, there must death, 
even the death the Son God. The 
typical experience Jonah could not 
save Nineveh, but the actual death 
the eternal Son God could and does 
save sinners. God God mercy 
and extends his mercy widely. de- 
sires not that any should perish, but his 
saving grace extends only those 


for whom Christ has died. 
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GALBUS PERPETUUM 


Time quotes this profound observation 
reflective British bureaucrat: “Prog- 
ress depends whether there red 
light green light. What impor- 
tant that the lights should not set 
forever amber.” 

The remark assumes British respect 
for law, and would not intelligible 
the hot-rodder whom yellow only 
signals burst speed. Properly under- 
stood, however, this contemporary logion 
could provide our chief ecclesiastical 
motto. have approached church goods 
manufacturer about issuing 
lamp for committee rooms with etched 
inscription, “Forever Amber.” sug- 
gested that for church use might 
better Latinize the phrase; think 
was Galbus Perpetuum.)

They turned the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures, and are told: “These 
were more noble than those Thessa- 
lonica, that they received the word 
with all readiness mind, and searched 
the scriptures daily, whether these things 
were so.” 

For there yet fuller revelation 
divine truth, for also have the New 
Testament which with the Old gives 
the story God’s redemptive plan. Thus 
the Bible unfailing source wisdom 
which comes from above and which en- 
ables ascertain whether the voices 
clamoring for our attention are merely 
those man whether they are led 
the Spirit. 

But adhering the foundations 
the Christian faith there are also deadly 
dangers. 


Good people can confuse ignorance 
with piety, prejudice with conviction, 
and limited understanding with finality. 
whose concern great our own 
but who have wider knowledge than 
we, who approach problem from 
different perspective. 

Strong convictions are truly Christian 
only they are fixed those things 
which are eternal. age when 
change seen every hand there are 
verities which remain: Foundation 
which already laid, Rock which 
stands secure. 

One the tragedies contemporary 
Christianity its failures before un- 
believing world. the one hand there 
unloving rigidity which repels the out- 
sider, and the other extreme one sees 
lack conviction and finality with 
regard the content the Christian 
faith and preoccupation with things 
that are secondary importance. 


These are days change, but the 
midst change there are some things 
which remain the same. 

can know the unchanging Christ 
whom Paul could know 
whom have believed.” 

have the written Word which “is 
given inspiration God, and profit- 
able” all who, upon reading it, find not 
only revelation divine truths but 
also unfailing source help and 
comfort. 

have the Holy Spirit who lives 
our hearts faith and who makes 
Christ and his Word living realities us. 

have the Church, the Bride 
Christ, which are part and 
against which the gates hell shall not 
prevail. 

And have the sacraments which, 
believers, are the holy signs and seals 
the covenant grace, which are 
partakers. 

Yes, there are foundations which move 
not, and they bring security the midst 
chaos, peace the midst 
and hope darkness. 

These foundations have their source 
God the Father, are made effective 
through Christ, his Son, and made op- 
erative and real through the Holy Spirit 
our hearts. 

For the Christian there are these glor- 
ious words comfort: “God’s solid foun- 
dation still stands, however, with this 
double inscription: ‘The Lord knows 
those who belong him” and ‘Let every 
true Christian have dealings with 
Tim. 2:19, Phillips).

Asia must reckon not only with Communist propagan- 
dists and their disdain for religion the opiate 
the masses, but with some Asian voices whose wel- 
for Western science and industrialization 
mixed with antipathy for Christianity the professed 
ground that “the religions are best for the 
Orient.” This supposedly pro-Asian thrust remark- 
ably blind the Asian roots 
demptive religion. From the Garden Eden 
the Chaldees Bethlehem, Nazareth and Jerusa- 
lem, the biblical narrative sets God’s special revelation

Asian setting. The Gospel was first carried the 
West, moreover, Asians. Later, Westerners set mis- 
sionary sights the Orient—William Carey hastening 
India, Adoniram Judson Burma, Hudson Taylor 
China, and forth.

While Communist leaders probe every international 
weakness advance their global designs, with 
immediate eye the Mediterranean and the Persian 
Gulf the Near East, and widening the Red 
wherever possible the Far East, becomes 
increasingly clear that Asian resistance communism 
poorly fortified and poorly defended, much Asia 
today reflects anti-Communist stand increasingly 
definite and clear-cut. 
vast land China, natural calamities have 
admission failure actualize Red agri- 
But mainland Chinese, whatever their 
discontents, remain fast the grip Communist 
totalitarianism. Displaced missionaries best hope that 
the strange providence God may yet bring the

Church new opportunity China. Some dare 
believe that the future, when reaction and rebellion 
against communism are ripe, the overthrow tradi- 
tional Chinese institutions will serve usher 
unparalleled opportunity for Christian challenge. 

Japan, Communist party membership has sagged 
recent years from 140,000 45,000. India, 
reaction Nehru’s neutralism (socialism) gains mo- 
mentum from leaders who are measuring the Red 
menace afresh. Burma, the Army, entrenched 
power prevent Nu’s government from toppling 
leftward, determinedly aligned against communism. 
Thailand, never dependent foreign colony, the 
government has outlawed communism. The Red Chi- 
80,000 Tibetans (an estimate 
Dalai Lama) and their installation puppet god- 
king, has served fresh notice upon Asian religious lead- 


ers the ruthlessness the Communists. 

Free China Formosa, and South Korea well, 
maintain witness the prize independence— what- 
ever the hardships—in preference enslavement 
state absolutism. Although North Korea larger 
size than South Korea, the latter has population 
more than million people compared million 
the north—almost three times many. But the south 
did not have this population from the beginning; 
the time the Japanese surrender 1945, had only 
about million. The increase million represents 
mostly those who escaped Communist tyranny the 
north—a convincing proof that the Korean people are 
against communism. Multitudes Christian families 
Korea have now been separated for years, the 
divided members being unable communicate. Con- 
servative estimates place the number Christians con- 


tained North Korea 200,000. 


This stiffening resistance also driving some leaders 
see the need spiritual answer communism. 
For communism always speaks most effectively the 
vacuum uncertainty the hearts men. new 
Asian interest also arises the undergirding religion. 
some places, where particular religion holds special 
place the life the state—as Moslemism Malaya 
—this takes the form special favor the dominant 
religion and discrimination against all other religions. 
But other lands are assisting all entrenched religions 
sharpen the spiritual concern the masses and this 
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turn, Burma, has brought new opportunities 
the Christian witness. Thailand, dominantly Bud- 
dhist, student interest the conflict between spiritual 
and nonspiritual interpretations life and culture 
prompting classroom study the great world religions, 
including Christianity, even government schools. 
So, mysterious ways, the Christian witness faces new 
openings through the Communist challenge. 


Christian task force must cross this threshold 
once with bold venturesomeness and cautious re- 
serve. While alert the evil communism, the Chris- 
tian witness dare not become merely reactionary 
dialectical materialism and hence primarily negative. 
must set sights the wickedness all men and 
the saving grace God Christ addressed fallen 
race. And obliged call the opponents 
communism, less than the Communists themselves, 
repentance and regeneration. And obliged also, 
the pantheon world religions, even where some 
particular pagan religion has special place the 
life the nation, emphasize the uniqueness the 
Hebrew-Christian revelation God, and the stark con- 
trast between revealed redemptive religion and the 
false religions. 

The evangelistic witness World Vision teams 
the Orient, some pastors’ conferences held 
countries during the past six years, has undergirded 
this emphasis the once-for-allness redemptive re- 
ligion. Evangelistic crusades Dr. Bob Pierce, 
India, the Philippine Islands, Korea and Japan, have 
stressed the impossibility “merely adding Jesus 
Christ your Dr. Billy cru- 
sade India and his one-night meetings Hong 
Kong, Tokyo, and Taipei have sounded the note 
“salvation Christ alone,” already widely familiar 
crusade cities throughout the Western world. 

The relation Christianity and the non-Christian 
religions, redemptive versus non-tedemptive religion, 
revealed religion versus speculative religion, being 
posed with new urgency view the failure pagan 
faiths provide adequate moral dynamic and spiritual 
vitality cope firmly with the Communist threat. The 
growing response the Gospel, especially among 
young people upon whom the pagan religions have lost 
their hold, one the significant developments 
some Asian lands. 

The task the foreign evangelist, less than that 
the foreign missionary, rendered doubly difficult 
through unwholesome Western influences Asia’s 
big cities. American soldiers contributed unhappy 
World War The American colony—war war— 
often leaves dominant impression disinterest 


spiritual things, and preoccupation with sex and wine. 

some cases, Asian government leaders have wel- 
comed American Christian leaders for their spiritual 
challenge while the American embassy has been un- 
aware, not actually indifferent, their mission. 
fact, American propaganda beamed other lands 
tends not infrequently downgrade the relevance 
the Christian religion and upgrade the pagan re- 
ligions. Whereas the sense American destiny the 
world was once «entered bringing Christ the 
nations, and American citizens still provide much 
the missionary personnel and financial means for the 
Christian world witness, American government propa- 
ganda seems times out its way flatter the 
pagan religions, and indirectly undercut America’s 
vital spiritual mission the world. 

While hardly reflective the 
mission throughout the world, which exhibits much 
the way lofty idealism, The Ugly American flashes 
with just enough truth about some American embassies 
abroad (not merely Saigon) that the diplomatic wish 
that the book might consigned outer space quite 
understandable. Government diplomatic missions 
abroad living American standards atop Cloud Seven, 
their frustrated politicians unaware deep issues 
posed the cultural crisis, and themselves out 
touch with the masses, but content feed back the 
“party line” rather than the mood multitudes grass 
roots—this only part its complaint. Equally im- 
portant its emphasis—despite the book’s one-sided 
idolization the Catholic priest—that American mis- 
sionaries abroad, devoted life’s durables, and really 
touch with people they are, have realistic sense 
the temper and convictions the people. 

some cases, diplomatic attitudes abroad not 
reflect the American vision nor the highest idealism 
the State Department. One recalls the plea Mrs. 
Lillian Dickson, Formosa’s “small woman,” U.S. 
Information Service, for educational film week for 
the small colony Christian lepers outside Taipei. 
The USIS representative replied: “The lepers are not 
politically important and our work political.” 
informal report American supporters for her 
work years, Lil Dickson relayed this conversation 
“reflective America without Christ.” When 
New York Sunday School posted resolution pro- 
test the State Department, the USIS representative 
called Formosa’s “mustard seed” (as Mrs. Dickson 
known far and wide) offer personal apology. For- 
mosa’s lepers have seen USIS films ever since. 

one South Asian land where Christians under Amer- 
ican government appointment long met secretly out 
fear U.S. government reprisals. When they 
finally organized Christian church, they were faced 
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veiled threats about termination their contracts. 
When that church ordered number Bibles, the 
ambassador summoned the pastor (there some evi- 
dence that the State Department had actually tried 
block his going that field deference the estab- 
lished state religion) and threatened bring pressures 
against American government 
with the church. 


Meanwhile, even Asia the Gospel bears unde- 
niable fruit both the spiritual reality and moral 
vitality imports into the lives believers. 

One thinks, for example, Korea. the aftermath 
the Communist invasion, per cent all social 
welfare work Korea has been carried the 
Christian minority that land. 

August, few days after Formosa had been hit 
the worst floods years, the Editor was privi- 
leged speak Taipei the Church the Lepers. 
the 1,000 lepers that government colony, 420 
have been baptized upon confession faith Christ. 
During announcements, elder stated that special 
offering would received for the homeless flood 
tims, and that even their own poverty they should 
remember Jesus’ blessing upon the mite. The 
lepers, having themselves experienced com- 
passion for lost and hopeless men, stood ready open 
their hearts compassionately others. 

Embarrassed such social concern their midst, 
the pagan religions some lands have been moved 
parallel social effort some realms order mini- 
mize the antithesis. But redemptive religion retains 
dynamic that cannot easily duplicated. sets out 
with the proclamation holy God, the super- 
natural regeneration sinners, and the Holy 
shaping love and hope, joy and peace, gentleness 
and goodness, everyday virtues. Such virtues 
these hold the key the healing the nations, and 
they remain the unique fruit revealed religion. 


Asia looks the West, with eye especially 
science and democracy, the danger exists leveling 
the great heritage simply these aspects, and 
regarding these something automatic and extraneous 
the spiritual inheritance and moral vision the 
West. the Asian free world stands peril emu- 
lating and copying simply the effects, and forgetting 
the deep causes, the true greatness. 
vulnerable the ever-present temptation worship 
the flesh and neglect the spirit. The West itself, 
fact, retains only dim insight the essential his- 
torical connection between the coming Jesus Christ 


into the world and the best that the West knows and 


is. The whole world today seems overawed the 
glory fading material things. Perhaps Asia will re- 
discover the secret power that once lifted the West 
from paganism. And so, should God mercifully pro- 
long the course history, perhaps the generations 
come the power revealed religion, out 
Asia and rediscovered there, will reach pagan West 
whose past glory has widely become the rubble and 
ashes post-materialistic age. END 


EISENHOWER, KHRUSHCHEV TALKS 
SHADOWED RED MOON 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s visit, following Russia’s 
successful shot the moon, confronts President 
hower with herculean tasks his pursuit princi- 
pled world peace. must cope with the subtle propa- 
ganda the communist “peace” offensive, designed for 
Red global dominion, and also with the psychological 
impact Russian supremacy rocket propulsion. 

But the responsibility—and merits the 
prayers all Christians—is larger still. this effort 
thaw the “cold war,” stands—chief representative 
nation professedly “under mirror men 
who champion unchanging truth, fixed moral princi- 
ples, and the dignity all men creatures answerable 
divine Creator. 

Criticisms Mr. venturesome invita- 
tion are tart and many. Does not confer personal dig- 
nity upon “the butcher the Kremlin,” symbol 
political tyranny? Did not even Jesus speak Herod, 
that ancient puppet iniquity, “that fox!”? Will not 
Khrushchev’s visit widen the sentimentality 
the Soviet among men who stress peace more than 
justice? 

The President bears the duty guarding the ex- 
change from conferring prestige power philosophy 
naked naturalism and the foes freedom and 
Christianity. Mr. Eisenhower can employ persuasion 
with premier accustomed renouncing persuasion 
for force; can promote the conversion one who 
dismisses fixed moral principles sheer prejudices; 
can reflect the spirit good will America preaches 


the nations; can let men violence know our 


high faith holy God charting the destinies na- 
tions, and our firm devotion true freedom—much will 
gained. Let President meet Premier with the prayers, 
not the unqualified plaudits, God’s people. Seldom 
the testimony justice and love best advanced 
inter-personal ugliness. let Khrushchev know that 
all the “powers that be” are divinely ordained pre- 
serve justice and retard iniquity fully important 
remind him the sins the Soviet. Only Ameri- 
cans sensing our own need national repentance have 
truly earned their right call loudly for the conver- 
sion the communists. END 
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Mennonites Reaffirm Biblicism and Pacifism 


Menno Simons shook off attentions 
the painted woman, turned from the 
Roman church, and set his face toward 
the barns and hedges where would 
minister Anabaptists, who were perse- 
cuted Romanist and Reformer alike. 

Some 4,000 Mennonites, heirs the 
tragic story the “Reformation’s left 
wing,” sat watching this and other por- 
tions their history re-enacted 
month this, the 400th anniversary 
(by some datings) the death Menno, 
the converted Dutch priest who was 
lend his name the “rebaptizers.” The 
pageant had been written for the cen- 
tennial the 52,014-member General 
Conference Mennonite Church, meeting 
for its 35th triennial conference Bluff- 
ton (Ohio) College. Five days later an- 
other Mennonite college town, nearby 
Goshen, Indiana, played host the other 
the two largest Mennonite bodies— 
the 83,204-member Mennonite Church 
called “Old Mennonite”), assem- 
bled for its biennial general con- 
ference. 

Bluffton, contrast Goshen, saw 
several vigorous debates—on such matters 
capital punishment and biblical inspir- 
ation. Much discussion but less debate 
preceded adoption statement calling 
for permanent U.S. ban nuclear 
bomb tests and equating them, along 
with war, with sin, inasmuch “they 
belong the war preparations scheme.” 

One speaker pointed out that manu- 
facture rifles could well included 
such grounds. For Mennonites are 
generally pacifists, and one the 
historic peace churches, they suffer from 
the iniquitous, but common, identifica- 
tion pacifism with modernism. Men- 
nonites have largely remained evangelical 
and express weariness with the pragmatic 
drifting liberal social ethics toward 
and away from pacifism, contingent upon 
political currents the day. contrast, 
they plead for biblically and theologi- 
cally based doctrine nonresistance. 
Generally they desire more “pacifistic 
pacifism” than that secular pacifists 
who seek physically interfere with 
government military preparation. 

The large Mennonite bodies belong 
churches, though they have studied the 
possibility. hard find councils 
which couple conservative theology with 
pacifist ethic. Yet Mennonites are not 
fond socialist tendencies liberal 
ethics, usually being loathe see big 
government intrusion into the area the 
church’s social responsibility. There 
wholehearted endorsement the labor

union movement, due part 
failure practice nonresistance. One 
Mennonite workers’ association, for ex- 
ample, regards arbitration the final 
resort and renounces the strike. 

Not surprising was the introduction 
the Bluffton meeting resolution 
condemning capital punishment. What 
was surprising was the amount opposi- 
tion received. Debate revealed sharply 
divergent views exactly what the 
Anabaptist forefathers taught this sub- 
ject. Those favoring the resolution spoke 
death removing the possibility for 
conversion. Their opponents cited Moses, 
Jesus, Peter, Paul and the Anabaptists 
support capital punishment. (Men- 
nonites and other peace churches have 
been accused slighting the Old Testa- 
ment and Epistles favor the Gos- 
pels, particularly the Sermon 
Mount.) Delegates finally voted refer 
the resolution back committee. 

The almost all-white church also voted 
request each congregation welcome 
members all races. Asking the ques- 
tion, “Have wrapped around our- 
selves robe self-righteousness, afraid 
lest free Christian brotherhood love 
dilute our Mennonite customs and cul- 
ture?” delegates asserted the relevance 
the “peace witness” racial warring. 

From the floor came resolution call- 
ing for centennial faith 
the Scriptures infallible and in- 
errant their autographs. After keen 
debate both sides the question, 
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delegates voted authorize study con- 
ference examine the matter. Capable 
Erland Waltner, re-elected general con- 
ference president, took the occasion 
reassert the historic conference stand 
biblical infallibility. 

Goshen, such matters constituted 
the biggest single issue the general 
conference the “Old Mennonites.” 
Conference theme was “The Word 
God the Church Today,” and dele- 
gates heard seven major addresses 
this topic two days. Key address was 
that Dean Harold Bender, church 
historian Goshen College Biblical 
Seminary, “Biblical Revelation and 
Inspiration.” Displaying sensitivity 
neo-orthodox conceptions revelation, 
Bender said revelational activity included 
“acts, interpretation, and writing.” De- 
fending propositional revelation, de- 
scribed the Bible “more than just 
are “biblicist church,” not “theolo- 
gians’ church.” they lose the authority 
the Bible, the “only real authority,” 
they “are lost” and will “disappear 
the stream history.” defended the 
concepts verbal and plenary inspira- 
tion when properly distinguished from 
mechanical and dictation views and from 
the claim that all Scripture equal 
value. “Inspiration not based in- 
errancy fact.” Bender concluded 
warning against modernism, liberalism, 
neo-orthodoxy, and all who “deny the 
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Bible the authoritative norm,” well 
cautioning against the extreme varieties 
Calvinism, fundamentalism, and dis- 
pensationalism, which 
upon the Bible without adequate biblical 
foundations.” (Mennonites 
cize dispensationalists: the tendency 
relegate the relevance the Sermon 
the Mount the millenium would obvi- 
ously unpopular; further, many Men- 
nonites are 

One conference leader remarked that 
Mennonites have only talked about ver- 
bal inspiration recent years, the Bible 
“not giving precise description in- 
spiration.” Mennonites draw back, 
indicated, from the doctrine inerrancy 
the autographs, for this “tends get 
too theological” rather than biblical. 
are not strong theology” (Menno 
Simons did not hold purely orthodox 
Christology), “though there 
when must clarify our differences 
with neo-orthodoxy and hyper-fundamen- 
talism. are Arminian and our prac- 
tical emphasis akin Wesleyanism.” 

resolutions committee presented 
statement the Scriptures, describing 
them “fully trustworthy and authori 
tative.” Criticisms were heard concerning 
lack affirmation propositional revela- 
tion and the historical accuracy the 
Bible, though the statement was adopted 
unanimously subject certain revisions 
along the suggested lines. 

The conference also voted unanimously 
send letter President Eisenhower 
asking him all his power “to 
secure the abolition, first, nuclear 
tests and then all present stocks 
weapons massive “We 
would prefer facing the risk possible 
totalitarian domination assuming re- 
sponsibility for nuclear holocaust bring- 
ing certain annihilation 
ples....” Mennonites have practiced 
migrating from totalitarian regimes the 
past. This time, they realize, there 
would place go.

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STUDY PROPHETISM 


Vision and Prophecy Amos, 
John Watts (Eerdmans, 1958, 
pp., $3), reviewed Edward 
Young, Professor Old Testa- 
ment, Westminster Theological 
Seminary. 


Who were the prophets? What man- 
ner men were they, and whence did 
they derive their messages? The present 
volume considers Amos prophet, and 
deals with his background, religious ex- 
perience, prophetic functions, 
tion the cult and message. consists 
scholarly lectures delivered 1955 
the Swiss Baptist Theological Seminary. 

The author thinks that the prophets 
themselves were practically ignored until 
the eighteenth century brought them 
light. Previously, the Church had been 
interested mainly Messianic references. 
Like most generalizations, however, this 
one cannot pressed too far. might 
surprise some modern scholars, who are 
eager keep with “the latest,” 
discover how much interest was devoted 
the prophets men before the eight- 
eenth century. 

According Watts, prophetic study 
has come into its own the twentieth 
century (p. 2). But nothing written 
this century, the knowledge this 
reviewer, can compare with the profound 
studies Isaiah, for example, made 
Drechsler, Delitzsch, Alexander, even 
Gesenius. Because its absolute refusal 
come grips with the question 
special revelation (and the present book 
exception), twentieth century study 
prophetism has not really brought 
closer understanding the prophets than 
did Luther and Calvin. fact, the Re- 
formers seemed have deeper insight 
into the messages the prophets than 
much the writing this century. 

Amos, are told, was more than 
shepherd. probably “owned, raised, 
cared for, and dealt sheep” (p. 7), 
and was also one who had with 
“sycamore figs” (p. 8). His basic charac- 
ter and religious outlook were shaped 
Tekoa, “rural Judean village” and 
the “broadening influence travel” (p.

Darius the Mede, John Whit- 
comb, Jr. (Eerdmans, 1959, pp., 
son, Hellmuth Professor Old Tes- 
tament Huron College, London, 
Ontario. 


This scholarly monograph investigates 
the problems associated with the identity 
Darius the Mede both from the stand- 
point the book Daniel and that 
critical scholarship generally. The author 
marshals his evidence for the contention 
that Darius the Mede identified 
with Gubaru, the governor Babylon 
under Cyrus. During his discussion 
examines the view, recently propounded 
Dr. Wiseman the British Museum, 
that Darius the Mede was merely 
alternative name for Cyrus the Persian. 

identifying Darius with Gubaru, 
Dr. Whitcomb takes vigorous issue with 
the views Rowley and demon- 
strates convincingly that the 
thought Darius terms con- 
fusion conflated traditions. ad- 
duces cuneiform evidence show that 


the Nabonidus Chronicle speaks two 
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distinct personages, Ugbaru and Gubaru, 
whereas most scholars have failed

The Free Church Through the 
Ages, Gunnar Westin, translated 
Virgil Olsen (Boardman 
Press, Nashville, 1958, 380 pp., 
$4.75), reviewed Andrew

History and Apologetics, Louisville 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary. 


The author this book the great 
Swedish Baptist historian. His compe- 
tence evidenced the book’s compre- 
hensiveness, the amazingly 
that shows through every page, 
and the scholarly restraint that refuses 
claim more than evidence will justify. 
The study begins dealing with eight 
pre-Reformation movements the free 
church type; but, while the possibility 
some continuity between them and later 
developments similar kind, in- 
triguing, the author clearly recognizes 
that sufficient evidence now avail- 
able support such contention. 

There follows full account the 
rise and spread Anabaptism and 
around Ziirich. The author’s sympathies 
are quite obviously with these people, 
both because they were champions 
“free” church and because they were 
cruelly persecuted. But that does not 
prevent him, both historian and Bap- 
tist, from frankly acknowledging the 
weaknesses the movement this stage, 
and that the fear which was engendered 
the hearts the Reformers and 
the civil authorities had some justifica- 
tion. The reviewer would suggest that 
such fear had even stronger justifica- 
tion than the author allows. When 
noticed, the author does, that such 
gentle and concessive people Melanch- 
thon, Bucer, and Philip Hesse, and 
such broad-minded statesman Calvin 
shared that fear and were driven 
active resistance, should realized 
that under the social conditions then ob- 
taining even the more sober expression 
Anabaptism was definite threat 
social stability. 


The author’s account makes clear that 
was everywhere taken for granted, 
except the Anabaptists, that the civil 
government had responsibility for and 
perhaps control over the activities car- 
ried the name religion. But 
while approves “positive” attitude 
towards government and towards social 
and cultural affairs against the “nega- 
tive” attitude most the Anabap- 
tists, seems assume that church 
cannot really free accepts any 
formal establishment the state. Per- 
haps this the main reason why, 
recounting the sixteenth century struggle 
for free church, fails take ac- 
count Calvin’s long and almost com- 
pletely successful struggle for ecclesiasti- 
cal freedom against the effort the 
Genevan councils impose Bernese cus- 
toms. The reviewer cannot accept this 
assumption. would maintain that the 
present situation the Church Scot- 
land assures all the freedom that 
church can use while still recognizing 
legitimate legal relation the State. 

The author then gives excellent 
account the more successful struggle 
for ecclesiastical freedom, mainly the 
English-speaking world, first the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries and 
finally the last century and half. 

the whole this competent ac- 
lenging contribution the contemporary 
ecumenical discussion the nature 
the Church and the perennial prob- 
lem the relations Church and State. 
evangelical cannot but feel sympathy 
with the basic effort here submitting 
the authority Scripture; though 
may judge, do, that this case 
took the form effort confine the 
Church the pattern its embryonic 
state.

Nor there 
any adequate notice the facts which 
make the Christian ethic meaningful and 
logical. other words, the role the 
Church, effecting spiritual regeneration 
through the the Holy Spirit, 
ignored. However, the book abounds 
with many practical suggestions how 
churches and their may better 
fulfill their role Good Samaritans 
recognition the biblical teaching that 
all men are our neighbors. 


REACHING THE UNSAVED 


Group Dynamics Evangelism, 
Paul Miller Press, 
1958, 202 pp., $3.50), reviewed 
Faris Whitesell, Professor 
Practical Theology, Northern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary.

Goshen Biblical Seminary has given 
needed study. His book well written 
and thoroughly evangelical. has mas- 
tered the popular subject group dy- 
namics and has applied practically 
the field evangelism. While concen- 
trating this particular approach 
evangelism, has not discredited 
cast out other methods evangelism. 

group number persons com- 
municating “with one another over 
span time, and who are few enough 
that each person able communicate 
with all the others, not second hand 
nor through other people, but face 
face” (p. 53). For best results groups 
should not run over people and 
should have resourceful and respected 
leader. 

Group dynamics evangelism “means 
throwing Christian friendship and fellow- 
ship around unchurched people through 
the group life the church, believing 
that every man basically lonely and 
longing for the realities which the Chris-

New Frontiers for Spiritual Living, 
Charles Behnke (Concordia, 
1959, 120 pp., $2), reviewed 
the Rev. Schulze, Minister 
the Lutheran Church Our Re- 
deemer, Peekskill, New York. 


‘This volume Christian devo- 
tions for “people who are growing spir- 
itually with the years. contains more 
than devotional readings, each based 
upon text Scripture and accom- 
panied references for collateral Bible 
reading and concluded with brief 
prayer. addition there are prayers for 
every morning and evening the week, 
half dozen prayers for special con- 
tingencies the life Christian, and 
ten “hymns that never grow old.” 

The author, clergyman the 
Lutheran Church—Missouri Synod, 
pastor congregation Rochester, 
New York. His excellent and practical 
devotions are evidently born conse- 
crated spirit that has been richly nur- 
tured the Word and cultivated 
many years personal and ministerial 
experience. Although easy read, these 
devotions are deep thought. 
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ONE THE FIRST important acts

Pope October 28, 1958, was the 
calling general council.

Most what Pope John says his first 
papal letter could found, other 
forms, many other encyclicals pre- 
vious popes. regard the general 
council, the pope himself says that 
not concerned first all with other 
communities, but with the Roman 
church itself. But adds that the very 
fact the council would provide stim- 
ulus and challenge other churches 
strive anew for unity.

likes emphasize the high-priestly prayer 
our Lord, and often repeats the 
phrase, “one flock and one shepherd.”

would feel themselves urged seek the 
realization the unity for which our 
Lord prayed. 

Behind this faith lies the pope’s con- 
fidence that sympathy for the faith and 
the institution the Roman church 
growing the world large. Love for 
the truth, claims, will continue 
sweep away prejudice against the Cath- 
olic church. The visibly imposing unity 
the general council ought sign 
the “erring brothers” that time 
for them return the unity the 
one Church. The Pope speaks 
toral tones. Note well, says, that 
are calling you brothers, for long for 
you brothers. Come back, calls, 
and will welcome you home with 
fatherly love. Thus, the pope calls 
all back, not stranger’s dwelling, but 
our own home, the home our 
one Father. 


Augustine once said schismatics: 
“Whether they will not, they are 
our brothers.” Pope John recalls these 
words his letter. pope, says, 
does not speak out any merit his 
own, but from the position which 
God his incomprehensible will has 
raised him. But speaks Joseph 
his erring kinsman: Joseph, your 
brother.” 

careful reading this encyclical 
reveals difference from 
Rome’s previous attempts unity. bit 
reflection beforehand would have told 
that would not otherwise. Rome’s 
position over against Protestantism does 
not rest with the personal disposition 
given pope. defined the struc- 
ture the church itself. impossible 
for any pope speak about unity with- 
out the background the pretentions 
Rome the Catholic, the one and only 
Church. Herein lies the only really in- 
teresting part the present pope’s en- 
cyclical. The personal zeal and warmth 
the man backed the familiar 
summons the rest return. The 
visible display unity general coun- 
cil call for conversion and repent- 
ance; not invitation discussion. 
The way back the “father’s house” 
the path repentance. For this reason 
the coming council ought not seen 
signifying change Rome. When 
genuine change comes will mean that 
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the issues are laid the table for both 
parties see; the pretentions Rome 
itself will have put the scales. 

One thing clear: 
does not lie within the intention the 
present pope. Pope John not ro- 
mantic. The lines are clearly drawn 
ever. The continuity this encyclical 
with all previous ones the same sub- 
ject evidence for this. Protestants 
should read the encyclical itself, only 
because the public press has unwarrant- 
edly speculated about change the 
attitude Rome. More important, 
need reminded that the one 
Shepherd the one flock the same 
who pointed his Word the guide 
the Church. 


Pope John not the first acknowl- 
edge “brothers.” Previous ency- 
clicals expressly said that were not 
being called unbelievers, but brothers 
who have strayed from the fold. lost 
brothers, were being called home. 
Rome has been and still willing put 
out her hand and welcome home 
brothers. But she insists that we, 
the lost ones, who are returning the 
unity home which was never lost. 
her desire for unity, Rome feels 
need for search her own part. She 
has and the unity; the rest us, 
desire unity, must come humbly and 
penitently her. Then shall re- 
ceived brothers. 

The encyclical ought challenge 
for searching our own hearts. Have 
understood the meaning the 
Lord’s prayer for unity our part?
